Gouzenko Named Names, Say

NEW YORK UP)—Two sen- 


ators said today Igor Gouzen- 
ko, who helped smash a Rus- 
sian spy ring in Canada, had 
given them names and infor- 
mation usable for the internal 
security of the United States. 


Sens. William E. Jenner (R-Ind) 


and Pat McCarran (D-Nev) told 
newsmen on returning from a trip 
to Canada that they questioned 
Gouzenko for more than five hours 
Monday. 


Gouzenko formerly was a code 


clerk for the Russians in Canada. 


Meeting Secret 


The senators declined to reveal 


where they had seen Gourenko at 
what >they described as a hearing. 
They said their mission "was ac- 
complished and it was satisfac- 
tory." 


They aaid the hearing wu pre- 


sided over by J. C. Mcruer,' chief 
justice of the supreme court of 
Ottawa. 


Jenner, chairman of the Miute 


subcommittee on internal security, 
said he would study the transcript 
of the hearing and probably make 
a formal request to the Canadian 
government to release the infor- 
mation. 


Named Name* 


Atked if Gouzenko had mention- 


ed names, Jenner aaid: 


"Yes, names were mentioned, 


but under our agreement we ran- 
not discuss it." 


To a question as to whether he 


had "learned anything" from the 
interview, Jenner said: 


"Yes, we did." 
"What are you going to do with 


it?" he was asked. 


"Use it for the internal protec- 


tion of the United States," said 
Jenner. 


"Mr. Gouzenko has a very good 


mind and appeared in good spir- 
its." Jenner commented. 


He described the Canadian gov- 


ernment and Gouzenko as coopera- 
tive. 


Both Jenner an<1 McCarran said 


they would make a fuller an- 
nouncement concerning' the trip 
after they studied the transcript.

deal in' pie-in-the-sky promises to 
all, nor bribes to a few, nor in 
threats to any," he declared. "It

—whatever it means of livelihood 
may be or its social position or its 
ancestral strain or its religious af- 
filiations."

For best results, Terrill recom- 


mends feeding your bred sows and 
gilts so they'll gam three-quarters 
to one pound per head daily. 


You ran accomplish tins by al- 


tering the contents of the i-ation. If 
the sows and gilts become too fat 
or gain too rapidly, cut down on 
the corn and meiease the cobs and 
ahalfa meal. If they gam too slow- 
ly, leverse the process. 


Be sure there's plenty of fresh, 


clean water for the sows and gills 
as this ntion will tend to make 
them thirsty. Warm water isn't 
m>< esbaiy. but it should be free of 
ice. 


Says Hog Quality 
Important Point 
To Swine Buyers 


URBANA—An agiicultural econ- 


omist at the Umveisity of Illinois 
says hog buyers aie going to pay 
increased attention to quality in 
the futme. This will mean farm- 
eis piociuimg the "meat-type" hog 
will ie<eive a piemium. 


L. J. Notion says an industry 


must give the consumers what they 
want, whether it is producing hogs 
or .autmobiles. And consumers do 
not want fatty and wasty pork. 


The ieal reason for producing 


meaty hogs is to produce mote 
and better meat. Eignty-ftve per 
cent of the weight of a hog is m 
meat—and an even higher per- 
centage of the vauie. There is 
some tendency to overemphasize 
the importance of less lard. 


Production of "meat-type" hogs 


will eventually mean an incieased 
demand for the high-quality pork 
and increased puces. It'll mean 
higher profits for farmers pro- 
ducing them 


However, Norton says there are 


slill scveial problems that need 
solving before quality buying can 
become firmly established. 


The large volume of hogs mar- 


keted tends to encourage bulk-line 
buying. Thts is paying one price 
for hogs according to their weight 
regardless of quality. 


There is also 
much concern 


about keeping marketing costs 
down. Quality buying requires ex. 
tra grading and sorting that adds 
on? to expenses. 


Finally, there's the problem of 


education as many farmers and 
others do not understand just what 
a "meat-type" hog is. And many 
of them do not want discrimination

Suggests Oats to 
Replace Corn in 
Winter Beef Feed 


URBANA—Oats can replace coin 


and be fed along with a full feed 
of legume hay or legume silage as 
a wintering lation for beef cattle. 
However, you'll have to feed more 
oats, as they'ie not equal to corn 
in feed value. 
, 


G. R. Carlisle, extension live- 


stock specialist at the University 
of Illinois, says that, on a pound- 
foi-pound basis, oats are wotth 
about 90 per cent as much as corn. 


This means thai n takes about 


two bushels of oats to equal a 
bushel of corn. 


Carlisle says it's not necessary 


to girnci oats for calves, but he 
recommends grinding them coarse- 
ly for yearlings or older cattle 


A Umveisity of Illinois dairy spe- 


cialist says that you can 
feed 


your cows five or moie pounds of 
corn silage a day for each 100 
pounds of body weight and keep 
milk productron high. 


Don't ,eed hay or dusty fe^ds

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Expert Sees Another Good 
Year for Hog Producers

There will be another good year 


for hog producers. This prospect is 
held up by the recent pig crop re- 
port and by the outlook for con- 
sumer buying1 power. 


For 1954 as a whole, the market 


supply of hogs will be no more 
than in 1953, maybe less. Here is 
the prospect season by season: 


For the next few weeks market 


supplies will come from the late 
1953 spring pig crop, and that was 
about 12 per cent smaller than for 
the previous year. 


For the six months, February 


through July, market supplies will 
be eight to ten per cent less than 
they were a year earlier. This ex- 
pected cutback grows out of the 
nine per cent reduction in pigs far- 
rowed dunng the past summer and 
fall. 


Of itself, the prospective reduc- 


tion of 8 to 12 per cent in market 
supplies for the next six to eight 
months would raise prices by 12 to 
18 per cent over year earlier fig- 
ures. The price-raising tendency of 
smaller supplies may more than 
o"ffset the effects of any decline in 
consumer buying power. 


The 1954 spring pig crop prob- 


ably will be four to six per cent 
larger than that of 1953, and mar- 
ket supplies will show a similar 
moderate increase next fall. The 
government report showed that 
farmers expected to breed six per 
cent more sows for spring farrow- 
ing than they did a year ago. If 
farmers save as many pigs per lit- 
ter as the record 6.8 that they 
saved last spring, the increase in 
total pigs saved would be six per 
cent. Government officials, figur- 
ing more conservatively, suggest 
that the mciease will be only four 
pei cent But either four or six 
per rent is a small increase. 


Standing alone, such an increase 


in supplies would tend to reduce 
pnces of hogs by six to ten per 
cent. 


Storage stocks of pork are low 


for this time of the year. At the 
beginning of December, pork in 
storage totaled 266 million pounds. 
These stock were 17 per cent less 
than those of a year before, and 19 
per cent less than the average for 
ten years.

Social Security Payments Now 


Controversial Subject 


Your paycheck this week will be trimmed a little more 


to take care of your old age. And your boss will have to pay 
Uncle Sam a little more, too, to that same end. If he has a 
big payroll, it will be quite a bite. 
These two facts—that individual paychecks are being 


cut and that businesses are being taxed more for the social 
security program—are back of a battle shaping up in con- 
gress. 
,. 
The issue: Should the social security program continue 


to be run, as a good insurance company is, by building up re- 
serves for future payments, or should it become a pay-as- 
you-go plan.with the tax tailored to the amount actually be- 
ing paid out in old age pensions ? 


Social security last year took l\j, per cent of the pay- 


checks of some 47 million Americans, up to a maximum of 
$54 each. The boss paid in taxes I1 •_• per cent of the payroll, 
up to a maximum of $54 for each employe. 


This week the amount withheld from your checks goes 


to 2 per cent, with the maximum for the year set at $72. The 
same holds true for the boss' tax payment. 


When social security started back in 1937, it took in a 


total of around 500 million dollars a year, and paid out five 
million dollars a year in old age and survivors benefits. 


This year receipts are estimated to reach five billion dol- 


lars, and payments will top three billion dollars, with 21/2 mil- 
lion persons drawing benefits. 


Since receipts have always topped paj'ments. the social 


security trust fund has risen steadily. This year the kitty is 
expected to-reach 20 billion dollars. The funds are invested 
in U. S. government securities. The reserve fund has been 
built up. as an insurance company's funds are, to take care 
of the years ahead when a much larger number of persons 
will be drawing a much larger total from it. 


That is the reason why the amount being withheld from 


your paycheck is going up by a maximum of $18 this year. 
It will give the U. S. treasury an additional I14 billion dol- 
lars to spend this year—since the treasury spends the cash 
taken in and gives treasury securities for it to the social se- 
curity fund.

But many persons doubt if the social security taxes 


should continue to be regarded as insurance premiums, or an 
increase in savings. 


They contend that the payments and withholdings 


should be looked upon as what they are—taxes—and should 
be held down to the amount actually needed to make the 
benefit payments. They contend getting pensions and the 
amount of those pensions increase. President Eisenhower 
himself suggested at the last session of congress that the 
raise in the tax this year be rescinded. Congress failed to act.

The National City Bank of New York, in its January let- 


ter out today, questions whether "piling up of great quanti- 
ties of its own debt securities as a 'reserve' dees, in fact, add 
anything to thes ability of the government to meet social se- 
curity obligations." 


"In the final analysis," the bank contends, "future pen- 


sion payments, whether financed by an accumulated reserve 
of government securities or under a pay-as-you-go plan, can 
only be made out of taxes on income of the future."

step-up for at least another year "when the general economic 
situation might be more propitious."

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Atomic Electric Power Fuel Is Held Cheaper Than Coal

ful uses of atomic energy arouses more interest in elec- 
tric power development.

All kinds of estimates have been made on the availa- 


bility of atomic power. It has been estimated at from 
10 to 20 or even 50 years away, if it is to be practical 
and economically competitive with present-day 
power 


costs. 
But new developments have lowered the sights 


on these estimates considerably. 


The problem is stated most ^simply by Dr. R. B. 


Petersen, head of the power reactor section of Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. 
Dr. Petersen is one of the real op- 


timists on atomic power development. 


The cost of electric power production from a steam- 


generation plant recently completed m Belgium is 9.5 
mills—not quite one-tenth of a cent—per kilowatt hour. 


By comparison, m 26 base-load power plants built in 


the United Stales between 1949 and 1953. production costs 
range from 2.5 to 9 mills per kwh 
None was over 9 


mills and only half were under 6 mills. 


If atomic energy power could be developed for. say 8 


mills per kwh. it would today be competitive in Belgium. 
If it could be produced for 6 mills, it would be competi- 
tive with half of the most modern plants in the U. S. 


While the costs of uranium or plutonium—the basic 


fissionable material used in atomic power reactors—have 
never been made public, one recent estimate put the cost 


of uranium at $9,000 a pound. This would put the atomic 
fuel costs for power generation at from 1 to 1.5 mills per 
kwh.

CATCH IS IN POWER PLANT CONSTRUCTION COSTS 


This figure is based on a calculation that only 1 per 


cent of the energy in the atomic fuel is burned out. If 
and when more efficient reactors are built to burn a 
higher percentage of the fuel and release more energy, 
the cost will of course come down. 


But even with only 1 per cent fuel-burning efficiency, 


it now appears that atomic fuel costs for power genera- 
tion are already competitive with coal. 
At $9 a ton, 


coal costs for power are from 3 to 3.5 mills per kwh. 
Atomic fuel would be a third to a half cheaper 


The catch is in the capital investment for power plant 


construction, but even here the outlook is not too gloomy. 


Steam power plants cost around $200 per kilowatt, as- 


suming an 80 p«r cent plant-use factor, or T.flOO hours a 
year. Can atomic power approach this figure? 


To play it safe, atomic scientists say they won't be 


in tlie same ball park with conventional fuels until they 
get down to at least $250 per kilowatt construction costs. 
Some of the designs being worked on by private industry 
have whittled the figure down to $300-$400—on paper. If 
the $250 mark can be attained' then a 60,000-kiIowatt 
plant would cost about $15 million. 


The 80.000-kilowatt plant which the Atomic Energy 


Commission recently announced for construction is not 
expected to get down to this competitive figure. In fact, 
AEC's Thomas E. Murray has estimated this power plant 


—for which Westinghouse Corp. will build the reactor- 
will cost "tens of millions of dollars." 


Congress has already appropriated $7 million to start 


this project, with a stipulation that the total cost should 
not be over $100 million. It will be well under that.

Two factors that have to be overcome to make atomic 


power practical and acceptable are radiation damage to 
the reactor itself and safety for opeiating personnel and 
the public, so that plants can be built near cities 


Plutonium is said to be 100 million times moie toxic 


than chlorine gas, per cubic yard. The public had been 
led to believe that reactors aie unsafe. 


But the big reactors at Hanford and Oak Ridge have 


been operating for nearly 10 years now, with little wear 
and tear on the reactors themselves. 
Also, good en- 


gineering practice will make the reactors self-limiting. 
That is, they'll shut themselves off if they get too hot. 


In the last 10 years U. S. electric power production 


has doubled. If it increasess at the same rate over the 
next 10 or 20 years, it is assumed that atomic power, 
will be needed even in the U S 


The goal now is stated in this way. Ten to 15-mill 


per kwh power is already attainable for remote or high- 
cost fuel a-eas of the world. By 1960. 9-mill power will 
be a reality. 


By 1980, 6-mill atomic power for 50 per cent of the

the savings on the U. S. power bill alone will be in the 
nature of $300 million a year.

ening of the arteries. 


It is known that some people 


have more 
cholesterol in their 


blood and that certain foods (eggs 
and butter, for example) contain 
a good deal of this substance. But, 
it is not absolutely definite that 
those with a lot of cholesterol in 
the blood are more likely to have 
deposits in their arteries which 
lead to hardening, nor is it certain 
that cutting down on the high-cho- 
lesterol 
foods 
will reduce 
the 


amount of this substance in the 
blood. 
DIET MIGHT NOT HELP 


At present it cannot be claimed 


absolutely that any diet will assist 
a person to avoid hardening of the 
arteries, though that time may 
come In cutting out eggs, butter, 
or other foods containing a lot of 
cholesterol theie are some valu- 
able nutritional elements lost. 


What is needed is more knowl- 


edge, 
and this many research 


workers aie seeking with great 
energy. But at present it seems 
that a low-cholesterol diet for the 
average normal grownup would be 
going a little farther than is justi- 
fied by what is known. It is also 
of doubtful value for one with 
hardening of the arteries and high 
blood pressure.

Prevent Cracked 
Or Too Rounded 
Cakes This Way 


When baking a cake, it is a dis- 


couraging nuisance if the tops of 
the layers crack, or are rounded 
too much. When this happens, it 


'' is not just a matter of having "bad 
luck." It is more likely caused by 
something that you can prevent the 
next time you bake. 


Food specialists at the University 


of Illinois list four possible causes 
of lop-sided and cracked layer 
cakes in their "Trouble Chart" for 


" cakes that don't turn out as ex- 
pected. 


They suggest, fire of all, that you 


check your measures of ingredi- 
ents. Too much flour can cause 
cracked and rounded tops, and so 
can not using enough liquid. Ac- 
cording to the specialists, measur- 
ing ingredients accurately is one 
of the most important steps in mak- 
ing good cakes. 


A third point to watch when you 


mix your next cake is to not mix 
the batter too much after you add 
the flour. Mix only until well blend- 
ed, that is until the batter no longer 
has a granular, lumpy, or pasty 
texture. 


Lastly, ovens that are too hot at 


tha start of the baking period can 
cause cracked or too rounded lay- 
ers. If you wish to use cake re- 
cipes that'don't give exact baking 
temperatures you'll be safe in 
baking a white layer cake at 365 
degrees- Fahrenheit, and rich cho- 
colate or devil's food layer cakes 
at 400 degrees Fahrenheit.

LITTLE RESPONSIBILITY 


,JUST AS BAD AS TOO MUCH

Some months ago, thin column expressed understanding or an 11 


year-old girl's rebellion at having to devote all her free time to care 
of her small brother. 


Now comes a Utter from a mother who, instead -of overburdening 


an older child with family responsibility, wants to release her from it 
entirely. 


She asks: "Have I any right to ask our 15-year-old girl to occa- 


sionally baby-sit with her little sister without paying; her for her 
service?" 


Is this an extraordinary question—or do I just think it is? Would 


many of us really hesitate to claim such a right? I certainly hope not. 


Why? For this reason. I have observed hate of responsibility in 


two kinds of adults. First, there are the people who hate it because 
they've had too much too early; second, there are the people who hate 
it because they've had none. 


In our country, I think we shelter children from any responsibility 


more often than we overburden them with it. 


A 15-year-old girl is not many years away from marriage and 


motherhood. 
Both relationships will place limitations on her freedom 


to do as she pleases. 


Nobody will pay her 50 cents an hour for giving up a movie to spend 


the evening with her baby. No self-respecting husband will, smile for- 
ever at her neglect of duties that bore her. 


As both marriage and parenthood demand constant compromise be- 


tween what we want for ourselves and what others want for them- 
selves, this girl who has no experience in compromises may regard it 
as oppressive and cruel. And fight, like the infant we have kept her, 
for her right to ignore any needs but her own. 


Or what's worse, she may silently resent any disappointment of 


her wishes. 


How shortsighted we are to advance our needs so hesitantly to 


young people! What a gloomy, deprived picture of adulthood we are 
suggesting to them! No wonder so many want to remain little chil- 
dren, free of all responsibility. 


With such a preview of her own future bondage, why shouldn't a 15- 


year-old girl cling to childishness—or demand money for considering 
another human being's need for recreation? 


We'd better stop regarding adulthood as an underprivileged state. 


Then, when we ask for a little responsibility, our daughter won't react 
like a spoiled princess in contact with the lower classes. 


She'll be pleased to give evidence of maturity because we've made 


maturity an enviable and respected state.

40 Years Ago 
Ford Raised 
Wages to 


DETROIT lav-Forty years ago 


today Henry Ford gave the indus- 
trial world a jolt it long: remem- 
bered: he established the *5-a-day 
minimum wage in his factories. 


Ford's historic scale announced 


Jan. 5, 1914, became effective a 
week later. Factory wages then 
ranged from $1 to $2.90 a day, 
depending on skill. 


Ford's action brought instantane- 


ous criticism as well as praise. 


"Industrial suicide," some man- 


ufacturers wailed. 


"Just social justice," Ford re- 


plied. He maintained "the coun- 
try's best market is created by the 
wages it pays." 


The company Ford founded 10 


years earlier on a shoestring had 
just filed its financial stater-lent. 
This showed assets of approxi- 
mately 35 million dollars and a 
surplus in excess of 28 million. 


A year later, after paying out 


10 million in profit-sharing bonuses 
in addition to the doubled wage 
scale, the co.npany reported more 
than 61ri million in assets and a 
surplus of nearly 49 million. 


The 
profit-sharing plan 
Ford 


coupled with his minimum wage 
program in 1914 continued through 
1920. 
It was ended in 1921 in favor 


of further wage adjustments.

Democrat Wants McCarthy 
Committee Budget Slashed 


WASHINGTON <*—Sen. Ellender 


(D-La) said today he will appeal 
to the senate to "cut down to size" 
the spending budget of Sen. Mc- 
Carthy's permanent investigations, 
subcommittee. 


Simultaneously, four newspapers 


reported that the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration has been urging Mc- 
Carthy (R-Wis) to concentrate on 
investigating waste and corruption, 
leaving searches, for 
subversives 


primarily to others, and that Mc- 
Carthy is said to have agreed. Ac- 
counts to that effect were carried 
by the New York Times and Her- 
ald Tribune, the Washington Post 
and the Baltimore Sun. 


Quote Leaders 


Th« Post quoted administration 


leaders it did not name as saying 
McCarthy had been urged to give 
"greater attention to legislative 
needs, directing his investigations 
more at waste, inefficiency and 
corruption—and .leaving most of 
the Red hunting to the group cre- 
ated to do that—the senate inter- 
nal security subcommittee." 


McCarthy, out of the city, was 


not immediately available for com- 
ment. He said last week "digging 
out communism" was not the "pri- 
mary purpose" of his subcommit- 
tee, and that it has been careful to 
check with the senate internal se- 
curity subcommittee to avoid du- 
plication. 


"If in our investigations we find 


subversive elements in govern- 
ment which would prevent the gov- 
ernment from operating properly, 
and no other congressional group 
is investigating, then we go ahead." 
he said. 


Asks Increase 


The Wisconsin senator has said 


he will ask the senate to increase, 
by an unspecified amount, his com- 
mittee's 1200.000 budget for 1953. 
He said he wanted to expand the 
investigative 
staff. 
Recently he 


announced he was broadening his 
activities to take up the handling 
of some federal tax cases. 


"As far as I'm concerned." El- 


lender said in an interview, "he 
should not even get anything like 
last year's spending authorization. 
I'm going to make another effort 
to have it cut down to size." 


Ellender for years has contended 


that most congressional commit- 
tees spend too much money. But 
he has had little success in cutting 
their budgets. He said he will havt 
a lot to say "about this shameful 
waste of tax money,, spending un- 
necessary 
sums for unconscion- 


ably large staffs. 


Not Alone 


"The committee McCarthy heads 


is only one of them," he said. 
"There is too much duplication by 
all of them, but that is particular- 
ly true with the McCarthy commit- 
tee and the Jenner committee." 


That was a reference to the sen- 


ate internal security subcommittee 
headed by Sen. Jenner (R-Ind), set 
up specifically to search for sub- 
version. McCarthy's group,' a gov- 
ernment operations subcommittee, 
has blanket authority to examine , 
the spending of any federal money. 


Ellender said he will tell th« 


senate trie McCarthy group "ha» 
encroached on other committees" 
by running inquiries he believef 
should have been handled by th« 
senate foreign relations committe* 
or by Jenner's subcommittee.
